THE  Board  of  Trade  has  made  two 
new  Orders  effective  from  February 
18,  which  bring  more  goods  under 
Hire  Purchase  Control,  increase  the 
minimum  initial  deposits  of  all  goods 
already  controlled,  and  introduce  a  new 
restriction  requiring  initial  advance 
payments  in  rental  agreements  for 
various  goods.

(minimum  deposit  50  per  cent  of  cash 
price;  maximum  period  of  balance,  two 
years).  Whilst  all  "Fixed  and  movable 
plant,  machinery,  appliances,  equip- 
ment and  apparatus  of  all  types,  and 
parts"  are  listed  as  affected,  specially 
exempted  from  the  Order  are  medical, 
surgical,  dental  and  veterinary 
appliances,  equipment  and  apparatus. 
Goods  to  which  the  Control  of  Hiring 


Order  applies  include  dry  shavers, 
knitting  machines,  hair  drying 
machines. 

IRISH  NEWS 

AT  the  recent  annual  meeting  of  the 
Irish  Chemists'  Golfing  Society  the 
following  were  elected  for  the  1956 
season: —  Captain,  Mr.  J.  A.  Hurson; 
Secretary,  Mr.  P.  Fahey;  Treasurer, 
Mr.  E.  J.  MacManus.  Alderman  M.  L. 
Cashman  and  Mr.  C.  A.  Collis  were 
elected  to  the  committee. 
IN  reply  to  a  question  in  the  Dail  on 
February  8,  it  was  stated  that  imported 
glucose  prior  to  imposition  of  an  ad 
valorem  duty  of  371  per  cent  (25  per 
cent  preferential)  cost  approximately 
£46  per  ton  in  the  Republic.  The  ex 
factory  price  of  home-produced  was 
£52  5s.  per  ton  including  drums. 

ULSTER  Chemists'  Association 
Executive  Committee  met  in  Belfast  on 
February  7,  Mr.  W.  S.  Hall  (president) 
in  the  chair.  The  resignation  of  Mr. 
W.  H.  Mulholland  was  received  with 
regret.  Mr.  J.  Caldwell  was  asked  to 
attend  at  least  four  meetings  of  the 
Chemists  Federation  council  during 
1956  as  Northern  Ireland  represen- 
tative. Mr.  A.  E.  Carson,  Saintfield, 
was  elected  a  member. 

A  WHIST  drive  in  aid  of  the  Northern 
Ireland  Chemists'  Benevolent  Fund  was 
fixed  for  March  14.  The  committee 
considered  letters  from  local  associa- 
tions calling  on  the  pharmaceutical 
negotiating  committee  to  seek  increased 
payment  (container  allowances  were 
considered  particularly  inadequate);  the 
matter  was  passed  to  the  Local  Phar- 
maceutical Committee.  Members  are 
being  asked  to  supply  essential  infor- 
mation to  enable  a  local  wholesaler 
to  pass  credit  rapidly  and  accurately 
for  returned  goods. 

EAST  Down  Chemists'  Association 
held  their  third  annual  dinner  at 
Ballynahinch  on  February  9,  Mr.  W.  J. 
Thornton  (chairman)  presiding.  Mr. 
W.  S.  Hall  (president,  Ulster  Chemists' 
Association)  said  that  such  local 
associations  were  of  inestimable  value 
to  the  parent  body.  Mr.  A.  Templeton 
(chairman,  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Committee)  stressed  the  importance  of 
the  dispensing  department.  The  time 
had  come  when  that  department  should 
be  brought  to  a  highly  efficient  state 
so  that  any  member  of  the  public 
could  see  it. 

SUCCESSFUL  candidates  at  the 
December  1955  Final  examinations  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland  were  guests  of  the  president 
(Mr.  S.  E.  Campbell)  and  Council  at 
a  prize  distribution  ceremony  recently.

FURTHER  measures  to  counter 
inflation  were  announced  in  the  House 
of  Commons  on  February  17  by  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.

JUDGMENT  by  consent  was  given  for 
Jeyes  Sanitary  Compounds  Co.,  Ltd., 
Richmond  Street,  London,  E.13,  in  the 
Chancery  Division,  London,  on  Feb-, 
ruary  7,  in  an  action  against  Borite 
Ltd.,  High  Street,  Orpington,  Kent, 
alleging  infringement  of  a  trade  mark. 
Plaintiffs  said  their  trade  mark  was 
Jeyes  and  defendants  had  used  the 
letters  "J.S."  There  would  be  a 
consent  order  under  which  defendants 
would  be  restrained  from  infringing 
the  plaintiffs'  trade  mark  and  from 
offering  for  sale  any  toilet  or  lavatory 
cleanser  not  of  plaintiffs'  manufacture! 
by  means  of  labels,  advertisements  or 
leaflets  calculated  to  lead  to  the 
defendants'  product  being  confused 
with  the  plaintiffs'  product.  All 
infringing  material  would  be  delivered 
up  to  plaintiffs  and  defendants  would 
pay  costs.  Plaintiffs  waived  their  claim 
for  damages.  Lord  Cawley  consented 
to  the  order. 

DERBY  county  magistrates  were  told 
recently  that  William  Arthur  Wallis, 
31  Huntley  Avenue,  Spondon,  who 
pleaded  guilty  of  driving  while  under 
the  influence  of  a  drug  so  as  to  be 
incapable  of  controlling  his  car,  had 
been  suffering  from  an  insulin  reaction.!'

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MONOPOLIES  BILL 

Tribunal  to  Examine  Price  Fixing 


The  Restrictive  Trade  Practices  Bill 
was  given  its  first  reading  in  Parliament 
on  February  15.  The  essential  features 
of  the  Bill  are:— 

(a)  The  public  registration  of  restric- 
tive trade  practices. 

(b)  The  establishment  of  a  Judicial 
Tribunal  to  determine  whether 
or  not  they  are  in  the  public 
interest  and  machinery  for 
prohibiting  those  which  prove 
not  to  be. 

(c)  The  laying  down  of  criteria  upon 
which  such  an  issue  can  be 
judged  with  the  onus  of  proof 
upon  those  who  seek  to  justify 
this  practice. 

(d)  The  rendering  unlawful  of  the 
collective  enforcement  of  resale 
price  maintenance  coupled  with 
the  provision  of  new  methods 
to  enable  individuals  to  secure 
the  maintenance  of  the  prices 
which  they  may  choose  to  fix. 

(e)  The  formation  of  a  smaller  and 
more  competent  Monopolies 
Commission  for  dealing  with 
matters  inappropriate  for  refer- 
ence to  the  new  Court. 

The  majority  of  the  Monopolies 
Commission  concluded  that  the  six 
categories  of  agreements  referred  to 
them  affected  the  public  interest 
adversely  and  recommended  that, 
subject  to  a  few  exceptions,  all  should 
be  prohibited  (see  C.  &  D.,  July  1, 
1955,  p.l).  The  minority,  however, 
recommended  that  all  the  practices 
reported  on  should  be  compulsorily 
registered  but  should  be  prohibited 
only  if  after  individual  investigation 
they  were  found  to  be  against  the 
public  interest.  The  Government's 
proposals  go  considerably  beyond 
either  set  of  recommendations.  In  the 
first  place,  the  Bill  goes  further  in  that 
it  applies  to  all  the  known  restrictive 
practices  affecting  the  production, 
processing  and  supply  of  goods  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  including  common 
prices  and  level  tendering  and  not  just 
the  six  broad  categories  of  restrictive 
practices  examined  by  the  Commission. 
Secondly,  the  proposals  go  further  than 
the  minority  because,  although  the 
practices  are  not  to  be  prohibited  out- 
right, without  a  judicial  investigation, 
the  onus  of  showing  that  they  are  in 
the  public  interest  rests  with  those  who 
wish  to  continue  them. 

(i)  REGISTRATION:  The  Bill 
provides  (Clause  5)  for  the  registration 
of  an  extensive  range  of  restrictive 
agreements  and  arrangements  (price 
agreements  for  market-sharing  and 
exclusive  dealing)  between  two  or  more 
persons  engaged  in  the  production, 
processing  and  supply  of  goods  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  (Services  and  labour 
are  excluded  (clause  6) ).  The  Board 
of  Trade  have  power  to  determine  the 
date  at  which  the  various  classes  of 
agreements  are  to  be  subject  to  regis- 
tration and  the  order  in  which  cases 
will  be  taken  by  the  Court  (clauses  1 
and  7).  The  Registrar  of  Restrictive 
Trading  Practices,  who  will  be 
appointed  by  the  Crown  and  will  not 
be  the  servant  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 


will  be  responsible  for  maintaining  the 
register  and  for  taking  proceedings 
before  the  Restrictive  Practices  Court. 
The  register  will  be  open  to  public 
inspection,  but  it  will  have  a  confiden- 
tial section  which  will  contain 
agreements  relating  to  legitimate  trade 
secrets,  etc.,  or  to  matters  which,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  it 
would  not  be  in  the  public  interest 
to  reveal. 

Agreements  relating  exclusively  to 
exports  can  be  subject  to  registration 
at  the  same  time  as  other  agreements, 
but  will  be  registered  with  the  Board 
of  Trade  (clause  25).  Such  agreements 
will  not  be  made  available  for  public 
inspection  but  can  be  referred  to  the 
Monopolies  Commission  for  examina- 
tion and  report. 

(ii)  THE  RESTRICTIVE  PRAC- 
TICES COURT.  This  will  have  the 
status  and  powers  of  the  High  Court. 
The  Bill  will  provide  that  the  Court 
may  sit  in  three  divisions,  each  con- 
sisting of  a  High  Court  judge  who  will 
preside  and  two  lay  members  with 
knowledge  of  or  experience  in  industry, 
commerce  or  public  affairs.  The 
judgment  of  the  Court  will  be  delivered 
by  the  President,  the  decision  being  by 
a  majority  of  the  whole  Court  or  by 
a  majority  of  the  members  sitting. 
The  decision  of  the  presiding  judge 
will  prevail  on  a  point  of  law.  The 
Court  will  find  the  practice  referred 
to  it  contrary  to  the  public  interest, 
unless  the  parties  can  satisfy  the  Court 
that  the  restriction  does  some  good — 
or  prevents  some  harm — in  ways  speci- 
fied in  the  Bill.  The  grounds  on  which 
it  can  be  pleaded  that  the  agreement 
is  justified  includes: 

(a)  that  the  restriction  is  reasonably 
necessary  for  the  protection  of 
the  public; 

(b)  that  the  removal  of  the  restric- 
tion would  deny  to  the  public 
other  specific  and  substantial 
benefits; 

(c)  that  the  restriction  is  reasonably 
necessary  as  a  defence  against 
a  large  firm  in  the  same  trade 
which  is  itself  resorting  to  res- 
trictive practices; 

(d)  that  the  restriction  is  reasonably 
necessary  to  enable  the  parties 
to  negotiate  fair  terms  with 
persons  controlling  a  prepon- 
derant part  of  the  trade; 

(e)  that  the  restriction  is  an  essential 
part  of  a  certified  redundancy 
scheme; 

(f)  that  the  removal  of  the  restric- 
tion would  be  likely  to  have  a 
serious  and  persistent  adverse 
effect  on  unemployment  in  an 
area,  or  would  be  likely  to  cause 
a  "substantial"  reduction  in 
earnings  of  the  export  trade  of 
the  United  Kingdom; 

(g)  that  the  restriction  is  reasonably 
required  for  the  maintenance  of 
another  restriction  which  has 
been  found  not  to  be  contrary 
to  the  public  interest. 

(iii)  MONOPOLIES  COMMISSION. 
The  1948  Act  will  be  amended  to 
exclude  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the 


Monopolies  Commission  those  agree- 
ments liable  to  registration  and 
examination  by  the  new  Court.  The 
Commission  will,  however,  continue 
to  inquire  into  single-firm  monopolies 
and  into  agreements  relating  wholly  to 
exports,  where  such  matters  are 
referred  to  them  by  the  Board  of 
Trade. 

(iv)  ENFORCEMENT  OF  RESALE 
PRICES.  Collective  enforcement  of 
resale  prices  becomes  unlawful,  and 
persons  practising  it  will  be  liable  to 
civil  proceedings.  Instead  of  collective 
enforcement,  individual  manufacturers 
of  branded  and  other  goods  (and  any 
other  traders,  e.g.,  importers  and  first- 
hand wholesalers  who  fix  resale  prices) 
are  to  be  given  powers,  by  making  the 
price  run  with  the  goods,  to  enable 
them  to  bring  proceedings  against 
traders  who  knowingly  infringe  resale 
price  conditions,  even  if  there  is  no 
contractual  relationship  (clause  20). 

A  number  of  trade  organisations 
have  commented  on  the  Bill: — 
Federation  of  British  Industries: 
The  Bill  will  get  general  support  from 
industry  so  far  as  it  is  based  on  the 
principle  that  each  case  must  be  judged 
in  the  light  of  its  own  merits  or  defects 
but  there  will  be  resentment  that  the 
procedure  involves  an  industry  facing 
the  court  under  the  presumption  that 
it  is  acting  against  the  public  interest 
unless  it  proves  the  contrary. 
Fair  Prices  Defence  Committee  (rep- 
resenting, among  other  organisations, 
the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and 
the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Associa- 
tion): Mr.  H.  E.  Chapman  (chairman) 
that  the  P.A.T.A.,  the  National  Phar- 
maceutical Union  and  the  Committee 
naturally  view  with  concern  the  pro- 
posal to  prohibit  the  collective 
enforcement  of  resale  price  mainten- 
ance and  express  surprise  that  the 
Government,  having  accepted  price 
maintenance  as  a  desirable  principle, 
proposes  to  ban  what  the  P.A.T.A.  and 
the  other  organisations  regarded  as  the 
most  effective  method  of  enforcing  it. 
It  is  too  early  to  assess  the  value  of 
the  proposed  alternative — taking  price- 
cutters  to  the  courts.  Sections  19  and 
20  are  being  carefully  examined  by  the 
legal  advisers  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  N.P.U. 
and  other  organisations  affected. 

BRANCH  MEETINGS 

Committee's  Chairman  on  "Educa- 
tion".— In  an  address  on  "Pharmaceu- 
tical Education"  to  members  of  the 
Edinburgh  and  South-eastern  Scottish 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
recently,  Mr.  C.  W.  Maplethorpe 
(chairman  of  the  Education  Committee) 
pointed  out  that  compulsory  attendance 
at  recognised  institutions  was  not  laid 
down  as  an  essential  of  the  pharma- 
cist's training  until  after  the  1914-18 
war.  Mr.  D.  Craig  asked  whether  it 
would  not  be  possible  to  divide  the 
final  examination,  certain  subjects 
being  taken  at  the  end  of  the  first 
year,  and  whether  candidates  could  not 
be  examined  in  referred  subjects  in 
March  and  September,  when  the  Inter- 
mediate examinations  were  still  being 
held.  The  speaker  replied  that  there 
were  administrative  difficulties;  the 
examiners  considered  referred  can- 
didates required  six  months  to  revise. 
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CLAIM  LODGED  FOR  INCREASED  REMUNERATION 
Pharmaceutical  Committees'  Militant  Decision 


REPRESENTATIVES  of  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committees,  meeting  in  London  on 
February  15,  decided  (1)  to  press  a 
claim  before  Committee  A  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council  for  an 
increase  of  25  per  cent  in  chemist- 
contractors'  gross  remuneration  (oncost 
and  dispensing  fee);  and  (2)  to  refuse 
to  co-operate  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  its  proposed  inquiry  into 
Drug  Tariff  prices  until  the  Ministry 
shows  that  it  is  prepared  to  deal 
equitably  with  the  economic  interests 
of  contractor  chemists.  It  was  also 
announced  to  the  Conference  that  a 
claim  for  a  container  allowance  of 
1.75d.  had  been  submitted  to  the  Phar- 
maceutical Whitley  Council.  A  request 
had  been  made  to  the  management  side 
of  the  Whitley  Council  to  evolve  a 
formula  that  would  allow  for  changes 
in  the  allowance  as  the  costs  of  con- 
tainers varied. 

The  Ministry  had  told  the  Central 
N.H.S.  (Chemist-Contractors)  Com- 
mittee that  it  was  not  satisfied  that  all 
Drug  Tariff  prices  were  the  prices  at 
which  contractors  bought,  and  had 
sought  to  check  on  chemists'  buying 
prices  by  obtaining  actual  selling 
prices  from  manufacturers  and  whole- 
salers through  the  Association  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry.  The 
A. B.P.I,  had  declined  to  help.  In  con- 
sequence the  Ministry  now  wanted  to 
obtain  the  information  by  direct 
inquiry  to  a  representative  selection  of 
chemist-contractors.  The  Ministry 
would  not  use  the  information  collected 
for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  Drug 
Tariff  prices,  but  only  to  decide 
whether  a  more  extensive  inquiry  was 
necessary. 

Before  agreeing  to  co-operate  in  the 
survey,  the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee 
had  asked  the  Ministry  for  a  written 
assurance  that  the  proposed  inquiry 
would  not  hold  up  a  settlement  of  the 
main  remuneration  inquiry.  That 
condition  the  Ministry  had,  on  Feb- 
ruary 13,  refused  to  accept.  It  had 
said  that,  before  agreeing  to  any 
increase  in  the  dispensing  fee  or  oncost 
allowance,  the  management  side  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council  would 
obviously  require  to  have  information 
about  actual  costs  and  would  not  be 
content  to  rely  on  the  Drug  Tarilf 
figures. 

MR.  H.  NOBLE  (secretary.  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union),  pointed  out 
that,  if  the  Ministry  did  not  back  down 
from  that  position,  then  the  negotia- 
tions on  remuneration  would  come  to 
a  full  ston;  and  no  settlement  would 
be  possible  unless  through  (a)  Parlia- 
ment, (b)  an  application  to  the 
Minister,  or  (c)  sanctions.  There 
would  be  "open  war"  with  the 
Ministry,  a  position  never  previously 
reached. 

Arising  out  of  the  Ministry's  attitude 
to  the  Drug  Tariff  inquiry,  six  resolu- 
tions were  put  before  the  Conference 
and  carried. 

The  first  amounted  to  a  declaration 
that  the  Ministry  clearly  intended  to 
use  any  pretext  to  delay  a  settlement 


of  negotiations  on  Pharmaceutical  Ser- 
vices remuneration;  the  second  stated 
that  the  conference  refused  to  consider 
any  co-operation  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  in  its  proposed  inquiry  into 
Drug  Tariff  prices  until  the  Ministry 
took  action  to  show  that  it  was  pre- 
pared to  deal  equitably  with  the 
economic  interests  of  contractor 
chemists  [an  amendment  to  cut  short 
that  resolution  after  the  word  "prices" 
was  lost];  and  the  third,  that  in  the 
event  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  pro- 
ceeding with  its  proposed  inquiry  with- 
out the  co-operation  of  the  Central 
N.H.S.  Committee,  contractors  should 
be  advised  to  refuse  to  participate  in 
the  inquiry.  The  fourth  resolution 
stated  "that  a  claim  for  an  increase  of 
25  per  cent  in  gross  remuneration 
(oncost  and  dispensing  fee),  back-dated 
to  January  1,  1954,  and  to  cover  the 
period  to  December  31.  1955,  should 
be  submitted  forthwith  to  the  manage- 
ment side  of  Committee  A  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Whitley  Council,  and  that 
an  early  meeting  of  the  appropriate 
committee  should  be  sought."  Resolu- 
tion five  pressed  for  the  management 
side  of  Committee  A  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Whitley  Council  to  be 
informed  that  a  further  claim,  to  apply 
from  January  1,  1956,  would  be  lodged 
as  soon  as  up-to-date  facts  on  current 
overhead  expenses  had  been  established 
by  general  inquiry  or,  if  necessary,  by 
inquiries  made  on  behalf  of  the  Central 
N.H.S.  Committee.  The  sixth  resolu- 
tion stated  that,  in  the  event  of  no 
progress  being  made  towards  a  settle- 
ment of  the  remuneration  claims,  the 
conference  of  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee representatives  should  be 
reconvened  as  soon  as  practicable  to 
consider  action  to  be  taken  to  secure 
from  the  Ministry  the  equitable  treat- 
ment which  patient  and  honest  negotia- 
tion from  the  contractors'  side  had  so 
far  failed  to  secure. 

Introducing  the  discussion  on  the 
inquiry  into  Drug  Tariff  prices,  MR. 
GRAHAM  said  that  it  had  been  the 
Committee's  intention  to  persuade  the 
meeting  to  agree  to  the  inquiry  if 
certain  safeguards  were  given  in 
writing,  but  the  Ministry's  rejection 
of  the  Committee's  terms  had  been  an 
"atom  bomb"  to  the  Committee.  The 
Drus  Tariff  inquiry  could  take  two 
years  to  complete.  The  Committee 
recommended  that  contractors  should 
have  nothing  to  do  with  it,  and  had 
prepared  certain  resolutions  [reported 
above]. 

MR.  NOBLE  said  that  the  back- 
ground was  that  the  Central  Committee 
had  always  tried  to  be  honest  and  play 
fair  with  the  Ministry.  It  had  gone 
into  the  dispensing  costs  inquiry  with 
the  conference's  blessing,  although  that 
might  have  been  somewhat  mixed.  It 
had  also  negotiated  on  other  matters 
such  as  basic  backs  and  adjustments 
of  Drug  Tariff  prices  for  drugs  and 
galenicals,  which  affected  remuneration. 
The  Public  Accounts  Committee  had 
been  restive  about  Drug  Tariff  prices. 
The    Ministry    had    approached  the 


Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Industry!; 
but  had  found  "nothing  doing".  Ill 
had  then  annroached  the  Central  Com-ji 
mittee,  and  it  first  discussed  the  matter: 
about  July  1955.  Verbal  assurancesli 
were  given  that  there  was  no  connec-i 
tion  between  the  Drug  Tariff  inquiry 
and  the  main  remuneration  inquiryj 
He  believed  that  that  was  what  wasp 
intended  by  the  Ministry  at  that  time I 
Now  there  had  been  an  obvious  change!) 
in  heart.  He  did  not  think  that  they! 
had  been  purposely  misleading,  but  the! 
report  of  the  joint  accountants  hadl 
been  published  early  in  January  and! 
wriggle  how  it  might,  the  Ministry-: 
could  not  dodge  the  fact  that  arj 
increase  in  remuneration  was  indicated 
in  the  report.  Someone  had  therefore 
said  that  the  report  must  be  attacked 
on  one  of  its  basic  assumptions. 

MR.  E.  A.  TOMBLIN,  Leicestershire! 
and  Rutland,  said  that  he  was  surprised! 
that  the  Central  Committee  had  noil 
rejected  the  Drug  Tariff  inquiry  in  the 
first  instance.  He  was  glad  that  they! 
had  at  last  seen  the  light.  He  asked! 
why  the  Government  should  have  thel 
benefit  of  "good  buying  and  good' 
business".  Where  there  was  a  Whitley' 
Council  and  no  agreement,  the  dispute: 
could  be  taken  to  the  Industrial  CourlE 
with  the  agreement  of  both  sides,  oil 
to  the  Industrial  Disputes  Tribunal 
unilaterally. 

MR.  NOBLE  said  that  the  arbitra-i 
tion    arrangements    under  Whitleyismj 
did  not  apply  to  contractors,  but  onlyp 
to  employees.    The  Central  Committee} 
could  do  nothing  through  the  Whitley: 
machine   unless   the   Ministry  agreed. 
If  the  Ministry  reached  a  settlement  on  J 
the  dispensing  costs  inquiry,  and  then: I 
asked  for  a  Drug  Tariff  costs  inquiryj; 
the  Central  Committee  would  consideij 
that  not  to  co-operate  would  be  ill-; 
advised.     He  hoped  that  it  could  be: 
shown  that  the  chemists  did  not  make: 
any  hidden  profit,  but  nevertheless  the: 
comptroller  and   auditor  general,  thelj 
Public   Accounts   Committee,   and  he 
himself  as  a  taxpayer  regarded  Drug 
Tariff  prices  as  a  matter  of  concern: 
and  to  pretend  otherwise  would  not  be 
very  sensible. 

Before  resolution  4  was  put  to  the; 
meeting,  the  percentage  increase  to  ask'  ! 
for  had  to  be  decided  by  conference.!; 
MR.  GRAHAM  pointed  out  that  the 
report  of  the  joint  inquiry  into  N.H.S. 
dispensing  costs  showed  that  the  gross 
profit  per  prescription,  made  up  ol 
oncost  and  dispensing  fee,  was  19.765d.. 
while  the  total  expenses,  apart  from  the 
cost  of  ingredients  on  a  Drug  Tariff 
basis  and  the  cost  of  containers  at  1.25d. 
per  prescription,  were  18.622d.  The 
excess  of  gross  profit  over  expenses  was 
therefore  1.143d.  per  prescription.  The 
resolution  meant  that  the  percentage 
that  the  conference  called  for  would 
be  on  the  figure  of  19.765d. 

MR.  C.  W.  HOBSON,  Sheffield, 
asked  what  the  percentage  would  be  to 
bring  English  chemists  up  to  th 
Scottish  level.  MR  NOBLE  said  tha 
superficially  the  balance  of  receipts 
over  payments  was  in  Scotland  3.33d 
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but  in  building  up  that  figure  the 
Scottish  chemists  had  included  certain 
items  of  expense  not  included  in  the 
English  figures,  e.g.,  interest  on  capital 
and  depreciation.  On  the  English  basis 
3.33d.  would  have  been  substantially 
more,  also  the  basis  of  ingredient 
payments  were  not  in  all  respects  com- 
parable with  the  English  and  Welsh 
system.  It  would  not  help  to  try  to 
come  to  parity  with  Scotland  for  there 
were  no  fixed  Scottish  figures  com- 
parable with  the  English. 

After  considerable  discussion  of  what 
percentage  increase  should  be  asked 
for  the  guidance  of  the  platform  was 
requested  and  MR.  NOBLE  said  that  the 
conference  should  ask  for  a  figure  that 
it  believed  in  and  that  could  be 
defended  as  reasonable. 

MR.  E.  E.  WEEKS,  Isle  of  Wight, 
asked  for  an  assurance  that  the  Com- 
pany chemists  would  maintain  a  united 
front  with  the  private  chemists. 

MR  D.  E.  SPARSHOTT,  at  the  invita- 
tion of  Mr.  Noble,  said  that  the  company 
chemists  had  always  worked  with  the 
private  chemists  to  get  better  remunera- 
tion and  terms  and  he  could  see  no 
reason  why  they  should  not  continue 
to  do  so. 

The  conference  finally  agreed  to 
demand  an  increase  of  25  per  cent  as 
stated  above. 

LEADERS 

Goaded  Once  too  Often 

CHEMIST-CONTRACTORS  have  not 
had  long  to  wait  to  see  whether  the 
new  Minister  of  Health  would  improve 
his  Department's  sense  of  fairness  in 
its  dealings  with  chemist  -  contractors. 
He  has  failed  to  do  so.  and  if  he  values 
in  any  degree  the  co-operation  and 
goodwill  of  his  chemist-contractors  he 
will  quickly  investigate  the  reasons 
behind  the  militant  action  that  the 
representatives  of  Local  Pharmaceutical 
Committees  resorted  to  at  their  Con- 
ference in  London  on  February  15 
(P-172). 

The    Central    N.H.S.  (Chemist- 

i  Contractors)  Committee  has,  in  all  the 
long-drawn-out   negotiations   with  the 

i  Ministry,  shown  a  statesmanlike  for- 
bearance, and  even  now  it  has  decided 

;  against  a  flat  refusal  to  co-operate  at 
any  time  in  a  Drug  Tariff  costs 
inquiry.  Rightly  it  takes  the  view 
that  such  an  inquiry  is  very  much  the 
Ministry's  concern;  but  rightly,  too, 
it  is  adamant  that  the  new  inquiry 
must  not  hold  up  a  settlement  of  the 

(main  remuneration  inquiry. 

When,  therefore,  a  committee  with 
such  a  record  advises  action  of  the 
nature  decided  upon  by  the  Conference 

|  of  Pharmaceutical  Committee  repre- 
sentatives, the  advice  carries  the  greater 
(weight,  for  it  must  be  seen  to  have 
jbeen  given  reluctantly  and  after  strong 
provocation.  The  Committee  recog- 
nises that,  if  the  Ministry  does  not 
retract,  the  situation  will  be  grave,  and 
a  further  conference  will  require  to  be 
(called. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council 
Committee  A  is  something  of  a  mis- 
nomer, for  it  is  not  a  true  Whitley 
Council,  and  there  is  no  recognised 
authority  to  whom  either  or  both  sides 
of  the  Committee  can  automatically 


appeal  should  negotiations  reach  a 
stalemate. 

However  perilous  may  be  the  seas 
upon  which  the  Conference  launched 
the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee  last 
week,  the  alternative  had  the 
appearance  of  being  worse:  for  it  was 
the  threat  of  being  swamped  in  a  sea 
of  bad  faith. 

A  Slow  and  Costly  Alternative 

ONE  of  the  ironic  turns  of  fate  is 
that,  in  a  week  of  important  events, 
a  dispute  in  the  printing  industry  com- 
pels us  to  keep  news  and  comment 
down  to  the  bare  bones  or  less.  Of 
the  Restrictive  Practices  Bill  (p.  169) 
we  can  therefore  deal  with  but  one 
aspect:  collective  price  maintenance. 
The  Bill  provides,  among  other  things, 
an  unsatisfactory  plan  for  individual 
action  against  the  offender  through  the 
courts.  The  suggested  procedure  has 
already  been  tried  in  the  United  States, 
where  long  waiting  lists  of  pending 
cases  are  the  experience. 

The  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
is  urging  its  local  secretaries  to  put 
the  case  to  their  local  Member  of 
Parliament.  Too  often  in  the  past  the 
plea  of  small  traders  has  not  been 
heard.  There  are  always  some  who 
would  welcome  the  disappearance  of 
the  "small  man",  failing  to  realise  that 
that  would  ultimately  accentuate  the 
dangers  of  monopoly  by  advancing  the 
large  and  wealthy  trading  concerns. 
We  hope  that  all  pharmacists  who  wish 
the  sixty  years'  work  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  to  survive 
will  lobby  their  members  immediately. 

3.33d.  Explained  At  Last? 

THE  mysterious  3.33d.  margin  of  the 
Scottish  chemists  is  now  paralleled  by 
the  1.143d.  of  their  English  colleagues. 
And  the  Conference  of  Local  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees  on  February  15 
indicated  how  English  chemists  inter- 
pret their  figure.  It  is  regarded  by 
them  as  a  legitimate  net  profit  on  turn- 
over. It  must  be  noted  that  the  English 
and  Scottish  figures  are  not  directly 
comparable.  But  for  once  the  English 
chemists  are  in  advance  of  their 
Scottish  colleagues.  They  have  not 
only  claimed  the  sum  as  theirs,  but 
have  demanded  that  it  should  be 
increased. 

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 
Ffavouring  Agents 

The  interesting  address  on  essential 
oils,  given  at  the  January  evening 
meeting  in  London,  illustrated  the 
scientific  application  of  those  sub- 
stances in  the  flavouring  of  medicines. 
The  lecturer,  Mr.  G.  R.  A.  Short,  also 
referred  to  their  action  as  stimulants 
of  the  appetite  and  as  carminatives. 
There  has  been  in  recent  years  a  more 
studied  approach  to  the  question  of 
the  "harmonising"  of  flavouring  agents. 
In  the  seventeenth  century  Kunkel  did 
valuable  work  in  the  distillation  of 
oils,  though  the  aromatic  principles  of 
the  crude  drugs  and  spices  had  been 
realised  centuries  earlier.  Our  older 
pharmacopoeias  abound  i  n  recipes 
which  made  use  of  that  knowledge,  as 
for  example   in   compound   spirit  of 


balm,  which  was  a  maceration  in 
brandy  of  balm,  lemon  peel,  nutmegs, 
caraway  seeds,  cloves,  cinnamon  and 
angelica  root.  It  is  not  surprising  to 
read  that  the  mixture  was  considered 
a  strengthener  of  the  stomach  and  a 
bracer  of  the  nerves,  though  the  latter 
virtue  might  have  been  apparent  on 
ingestion  of  the  menstruum  alone.  The 
older  method  partook  of  the  blunder- 
buss, whereas  today  there  is  knowledge 
of  the  most  suitable  masking  for 
particular  types  of  substance.  But 
what  is  the  distinction  between  flavour 
and  taste?  An  old  herbal  says  of 
caraway:  "Spirits  draw  a  tincture  that 
has  the  taste,  but  not  a  very  strong 
flavour;  and  water  extracts  a  tincture 
that  has  a  strong  flavour  and  but  a 
weak  taste."  Our  forefathers  exhibited 
a  prejudice  in  favour  of  the  whole 
plant.  The  herbalist  mentioned  says 
that  oil  of  peppermint  was  frequently 
mixed  with  water  and  passed  off  for 
the  true  distilled  peppermint  water,  but 
the  former  was  more  pungent  and 
heating,  and  had  less  of  the  virtues  of 
the  plant. 

Reminiscence 

A  recent  reference  in  this  column  to 
the  hours  and  quaint  customs  of  the 
'90's  has  brought  a  reminiscent  letter 
from  a  correspondent  in  Salisbury, 
Southern  Rhodesia.  Mr.  Edward 
Watson  recalls  his  apprentice  days  in 
Sunderland  before  the  turn  of  the 
century.  He  writes:  "In  those  days 
Sunderland  was,  as  now,  a  famous 
football  centre,  and  I  distinctly 
remember  a  customer  coming  in  at 
10.15  p.m.  one  Saturday.  He  apologised, 
saying  that  he  had  been  to  the  football 
match,  then  had  something  to  eat,  then 
went  to  a  boxing  match,  and  at  the 
last  moment,  just  a  quarter  of  an  hour 
before  his  train  went  to  one  of  the 
outlying  townships,  brought  in  a  pres- 
cription." After  such  an  afternoon 
and  evening  of  excitement  the  poor 
fellow  may  have  been  in  need  of  a 
sedative.  The  quality  of  mercy  is  not 
strained  .  .  . 

CORRESPONDENCE 
Profit  Margins 

Sir, — There  is  a  growing  tendency 
for  manufacturers  to  keep  the  cost  of 
new  products  down  to  the  public  at 
the  expense  of  the  retailer.  In  view 
of  chemist  retailers'  cost  having  risen 
probably  more  in  proportion  than  most 
other  retailers',  the  tendency  is  most 
dangerous.  It  is  unfortunate  that  many 
chemists,  owing  to  pressure  of  work 
and  shortage  of  staff,  scarcely  bother 
to  look  into  the  question  of  costs,  but 
simply  hope  for  the  best. 

An  American  company,  well-known 
in  the  washing  powder  business,  is 
launching  a  new  toothpaste  on  the  mar- 
ket and  is  indulging  in  the  usual  tactics 
of  offering  special  introductory  terms 
and  free  stock  to  gain  a  place  on  the 
already  overcrowded  shelves  of 
chemists'  shops.  If  any  reader  is 
tempted  to  buy,  let  him  first  examine 
the  normal  buying  terms,  and  compare 
them  with  those  of  established  tooth- 
pastes. He  will  find  that,  right  through 
the  scale  from  small  to  large  quantities 
the  margins  of  profit  are  cut  appreci- 
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ably  below  those  of  the  established 
and  comparable  products.  Wholesalers 
are  no  doubt  getting  their  full  margin 
of  profit,  because  these  days  they  refuse 
to  handle  otherwise.  Here  is  an  oppor- 
tunity for  retailers  themselves  to  with- 
stand a  cut  in  their  earnings.  Let  us 
refuse  the  bait  of  introductory  terms 
and  throw  out  the  line  from  the  start 
unless  the  situation  is  changed.

Forearmed  Against  Poisoning 
Sir, — I  am  most  grateful  to  you  for 
publishing  the  letter  which  I  sent  to 
you  about  the  antidote  to  any  poison. 
(C.  &  D.,  February  4,  p.  117).  If  I 
were  a  millionaire,  I  would  have  the 
powder  prepared,  packed  and  distri- 
buted to  every  home  in  the  British 
Isles.  To  a  hospital  pharmacist  that 
is  out  of  the  question.  It  may  be  of 
interest  to  you  to  know  that  I  had 
occasion  to  use  the  powder  shortly 
after  I  had  prepared  the  first  batch. 
About  a  year  ago  my  father-in-law 
rang  up  late  at  night  to  say  that  an 
old  lady  who  lives  with  them  had 
wakened  up  after  her  usual  sleeping 
capsules  and  had  drunk  2  oz.  of  pure 
oil  of  wintergreen  in  mistake  for  a 
bottle  of  soda  water;  what  should  he 
do?  Fortunately  they  had  a  bottle 
of  the  antidote  powder  and  I  told  him 
to  give  her  a  tablespoonful  of  it  in 
a  glassful  of  milk.  We  live  only  \  mile 
away,  so  I  arrived  there  about  15 
minutes  later  to  see  how  she  was.  She 
had  diarrhoea,  had  vomited,  and  com- 
plained of  a  burning  pain  in  her 
stomach.  I  gave  her  another  dose  of 
the  powder  in  plenty  of  milk.  To-day 
she  is  as  well  as  she  had  been  before 
the  incident.  When  one  remembers 
that  1  oz.  of  methyl  salicylas  is  usually 
fatal  and  that  this  old  lady  is  nearly 
eighty  years  of  age,  I  think  one  must 
give  some  credit  to  the  antidote  powder.

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THE  board  of  examiners'  report  was 
presented  at  a  meeting  of  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Northern  Ireland  held  in  Belfast  on 
February  17.  In  theoretical  pharma- 
ceutics and  forensic  pharmacy  in  the 
December  1955  Part  II  examinations 
most  candidates  who  obtained  a  pass 
in  pharmaceutics  did  so  with  few 
marks  to  spare,  and  a  few  candidates 
were  "appallingly  ignorant"  of  doses 
of  some  potent  drugs.  In  the  practical, 
"candidates  should  realise  the  neces- 
sity of  planning  their  work  so  as  to 
complete  all  preparations  in  the  time. 
Some  preparations  requiring  thirty 
minutes'  sterilisation  were  commenced 
during  the  last  half  hour."  In  phar- 
macognosy, the  general  standard  was 
not  so  high  as  in  the  previous  examina- 
tion. Many  candidates  gave  informa- 
tion not  asked  for  and  omitted  or  gave 
only  scrappy  answers  to  points  speci- 
fically mentioned  in  the  question. 
Results  in  chemistry  did  not  disclose 
the  same  number  of  really  good  can- 
didates as  in  June  1955.  Generally 
weakness  in  practical  could  be  equated 
to  weakness  in  theory.  Questions  on 
organic  chemistry  were  better  answered 
than  the  others,  but  disappointing 
results  were  returned  for  questions 
involving  oils  and  changes  in  composi- 
tion of  common  pharmaceutical 
materials.  In  the  practical,  only  a  few 
entrants  could  be  described  as  very 
bad.  The  main  criticism  was  of  slow- 
ness and  reluctance  to  reach  a  definite 
conclusion.  Results  in  physiology  were 
of  a  satisfactory  standard. 

In  preliminary  chemistry,  December 
marks  compared  unfavourably  with 
those  in  June,  with  few  papers  of  out- 
standing quality.  Many  candidates 
"hovered"  round  the  pass  mark,  some 
because  good  theory  was  accompanied 
by  bad  practical.  Theory  questions 
having  a  practical  background  yielded 
the  poorest  results.  In  the  practical 
examination  the  main  cause  of  failure 
was  carelessness  in  calculations  and 
time  wasted  in  trying  to  prove  the 
presence  of  radicals  already  proved 
absent.  Recent  general  improvement 
in  the  standard  in  physics  was  just 
about  maintained  but.  with  a  majority 
of  "repeats",  the  percentage  of  passes 
was  still  low.  In  theoretical  zoology 
few  candidates  could  express  them- 
selves with  fluency  or  clarity.  Spelling 
was  frighteningly  poor.  Theoretical 
botany  answers  still  showed  a  lack  of 
understanding  of  underlying  principles. 
Too  much  reliance  was  placed  upon 
memorising.  Spelling  and  grammar 
jwere  poor,  the  spelling  of  botanical 
terms  often  atrocious. 

THE  SECRETARY  (Mr.  W.  Gor- 
man) reported  that  Mr.  John  McGregor

A  letter  from  the  Associates'  Section, 
Ulster  Chemists'  Association,  expressed 
dissatisfaction  that  students  wno  had 
completed  the  required  number  of 
years  and  had  taken  Final  Part  I  in 
pharmacy  were  not  permitted  to  take 
torensic  pharmacy  until  the  results  of 
the  Final  Part  1  were  known.  That 
caused  six  months'  delay.  The  Council 
was  asked  to  agree  to  such  students 
sitting  for  forensic  whether  or  not  the 
results  of  the  Final  Part  1  were  known. 

The  Finance  Committee's  report 
recommended  that  £20  should  be 
granted  to  the  Society  of  Pharmaceu- 
tical Students  towards  an  Easter  tour 
of  manufacturing  houses  in  the  London 
area;  it  was  adopted.

TRADE  REPORT 

LONDON,  FEBRUARY  21:  Business 
in  crude  drugs  and  essential  oils 
appeared  patchy,  with  some  quarters 
describing  trade  as  quiet  and  others 
as  brisker.  The  latter  were  in  the 
minority  and,  except  for  items  in  short 
supply,  prices  inclined  to  ease.  There 
were  no  offers  of  Cape  aloes  for  ship- 
ment, but  limited  quantities  of  new- 
crop  buchu  were  offered  at  6s.  per  lb., 
c.i.f.  Portuguese  ergot  continued  its 
downward  trend,  with  a  further  three- 
pence off  the  lb.  rate.  In  aromatic 
seeds,  fenugreek  was  firmer.  Styrax  is 
almost  unobtainable  on  spot;  beeswax 
continues  to  advance.  Ipecacuanha  was 
weaker,  with  more  pressure  to  sell  at 
origin.  Gentian  has  become  scarce  on 
the  spot;  holders  now  ask  up  to 
147s.  6d.  per  cwt.,  against  130s.  a  week 
ago.  Myrrh  is  in  a  similar  tight 
position. 

In  essential  oils,  there  was  improved 
activity  in  Brazilian  peppermint  for 
shipment;  Chinese  was  neglected. 
Anise  was  easier,  lemongrass  firmer  for 
shipment  and  petitgrain  for  spot 
supplies. 

Recent  severe  weather  in  France  is 
estimated  to  have  destroyed  4  million 
olive  trees,  and  importers  are  rationing 
out  depleted  stocks  to  regular  cus- 
tomers. CASTOR  OIL  is  £5  per  ton 
dearer. 

Easier  prices  for  mercury  have 
caused  manufacturers  of  mercurials 
to  lower  major  items  by  Is.  per  kilo. 

NEW  YORK:  Vanilla  beans  were 
reduced,  bringing  Bourbons  to  $4.86 
per  lb.  (down  80  cents).  Lower  per 
lb.  were  gum  acacia,  amber  sorts,  at 
18  cents  (down  \  cent);  and  gum 
asafcetida  at  30  cents  (down  2  cents). 
Canada  balsam  is  easier  at  $28  per  gall, 
(down  $2).  Chenopodium  oil  advanced 
10  cents  to  $3.35  a  lb.,  but  sandalwood 
declined  40  cents  to  $16.10  and  rectified 
clove  leaf  10  cents  to  $1.90.
